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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. Amended claims 1-5 are noted. 

The amendment dated 12/19/05 has been entered and carefully considered. The examiner 
appreciates the amendments to the claims. In view of said amendments, the 1 12 rejection has 
been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Basta et 
al. (5,658,614) for the reasons listed in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 12/19/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant first argues that the reference fails to teach the claimed flow rate and volume 
percentage (p.4). 

The examiner agrees. It is noted that the examiner has admitted in the previous office 
action that the reference fails to teach the claimed flow rated of 100-450 scfh and a concentration 
of aluminum trichloride of less than 1.4%. Basta clearly teaches of using a flow rate in the range 
of 200-400 scfin and that the aluminum trichloride is not to exceed about 10 volume % 
preferably in the range of 4 to 6 volume % (col.9 lines 19-26). It is the examiner's position that 
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the Basta's ranges clearly sets forth motivation that flow rates and volume % are varied in a 
CVD process. Applicant has not rebutted this fact. In addition, it is further noted that Basta's 
flow rates and volume % result in the expressed purpose of aluminizing without a prediffiision 
heat treatment (col.9 lines 26-30). Hence, it would have been obvious to vary such well known 
and cause effective variables such as flow rates and volume % in the absence of a showing of 
criticality. Applicant has not provided any factual evidence establishing criticality with the 
claimed ranges but merely argues that the reference doesn't teach them. 

Applicant next argues that the reference fails to teach the claimed aluminum trichloride 
percentages in the dependent claims (p. 5). 

This issue has been addressed above. It is further noted that there is no showing of 
criticality provided by the applicant. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive.
